1895, was brougat over from San Quen- 
tin prison, and upon being taken be- 
fore Judge Bahers, shortly before noon, 
was sentenced to be hanged on Friday 
morning. 


His reappearance in public was the 


signal for the gathering of crowds, and 
the press of th« multitude to see this 
arch murderer, perhaps to speak with 
him, and the demonstrations along the 
line of his route showed that the inter- 
est of the people in his affairs has in 
no way abated. At the City tall there 
were great crowds that impeded the 
progress of the party. They filled the 
halls, and it was with difficulty that 
they were beaten back by the officers. 


At 11 o'clock Judge Bahers called 


upon Durrani to stand at the bar. The 
young murderer stood up and then his 
marvelous self-control asserted Itself. 
He looked infinitely cooler, wonder- 
fully better than he did in the ante- 
room. H« was deadly pale, but calm 
and self-possessed. 


The defendant's attorneys entered 


technical obections to the proceedings, 
but the judge oerruled them and pro- 
nounced judgment slowly and im- 
prestively, ordering that the young 
murderer be hanged on Friday, Nov. 
12, between the hours of sunnse saJ 
noon. 


As the words "Friday, Nov. 12," left 


the judge's lips a mursaur of horror 
rang through the room. Two short 
days to prepare for death, after two 
years of false hope and encouragement 
Women hid their faces, while the men 
craned their necks to see how Durrani 
would take it

1. There is some point in the plow 


that is a! the center of resistance. Call 
that point A (Fig. 1); also there is a 
point about which the power applied 
balances. In the condition under con- 
sideration this point is midway between 
the upper ends of the two inside traces 
(seo P, Fig. 2), where they join the har- 
ness. Let this point be B, (Fig. 1). Since 
there is a flexible connection between 
these two points (A and B, Fig. 1)—that 
is, there is a joint or swivel at the 
clevis—the rr»f*s, the doubletree and 
the points A and B will be in the same 
straight line, as shows by A, C, B 
(Fig. I).

The children of today 
are operating this machinery because 
they can work cheaper than their fa- 
thers, and instead of the father support- 
ing the child the child is 
the father. A system of 
cation is absolutely necessary to remove 
those conditions. The child who is of 
school age must be taken from the shop, 
mine and factory and the father given 
employment. The destiny of our proud 
nation and the perpetuity of her insti- 
tutions depend upon the education of 
our children. Let their education be 
had in schools and their worldly ad- 
vancement will follow, each acting in 
the interests of the other and all acting 
as one in the fraternity of the unions of 
trades allied in one grand effort to ad- 
vance.—M- D. Katchford.

Protection Asalnut Frocfc 


It has been noticed that the liberal ap- 


plication of potash fertilizers, especially 
the crude salts, lessens to a certain ex- 
tent the injuries which the crop may 
suffer from frost. This is an item of 
considerab'e importance, especially in 
the case of tobacco, which is often 
greatly injured by frost in the early au- 
tumn. The cause of the protection which 
kainit, for instance, offers to plants 
against frost is found in two sources. 
In the first place, on account of the 
hygroscopic nature of the salt the mois- 
ture of the soil is more securely held and 
there is a less rapid evaporation. One of 
the prime conditions of the formation 
of frost is a rapid evaporation and con- 
sequent cooling of the surface of the 
soil. Anything which prevents this, of 
course, tends to diminish tho intensity 
of the frost In the second case, the 
presence of a potash fertilizer produces 
a more luxuriant vegetation, and thus 
secures a more perfect cover of the soil, 
affording in this manner a less rapid 
evaporation. These two causes combined 
undoubtedly have a tendency to dirain 
ish the danger from frost to which a 
crop may be esposed.

If we use a wheel on the beam 
of the plow we hitch the clevis so it ia 
a little above the C, so the wheel will 
just hug the ground snugly. This will 
conclude the adjustment as to depth. 


By referring to Fig. 2 the second ad- 


justment will be understood. S, T, U, 
V represent the upper ends of tha 
traces. The line of draft is from tho 
point P (Fig 2) to tbo point A (Fig. 1), 
passing through O. The direction of tho 
furrow will bo parallel to tho land sido 
of the plow. Now, if our plow is tak- 
ing too much "land," and we should 
move the end of the plow benm to tho 
right, or to B in Fig. 3, it can easily 
he seen that as soon as the team star;« 
tho end of tho beam will be pulled over 
to the position O and tho plow will 
have the position shown by the dotted;

The Social Democratic congress at 


Hamburg, by a vote of 160 to 60, abro- 
gated the prohibition against participa- 
tion in elections for members of the 
diet.
